Nearly Eighty, Man Says He's 
““Not Done Yet.” | 


San Francisco.—While most of the 
elderly prisoners at San Quentin pris- 
on avail themselves of the privilege 
of taking life easy in the “old man’s 
ward,” the oldest inmate of them all, 
nearly eighty, works eight hours a day 
and sleeps like the majority of the 
convicts in the large cell. blocks, 

Received at the prison in April on 
a ‘charge of passing fictitious checks 
in Yolo county, P. R. Graham was of- 
fered a bed with the other convicts in 
the. quarters which used to house the 
women prisoners, Here 35 weary old- 
timers are allowed to spend their re 
maining days in peace and quiet, lis- 
tening to the radio, smoking. and play- 
ing dominoes, :

Return of Arctic Forest. 
Predicted After Survey 

Tacoma, Wash.—Logging in the 
shadow of the North pole is only a 
matter of time. Tree growth toward 
the north is not timited by climatic 
conditions, declares Kobert Marshall 
of the United States forestry service, 
but by the fact that such vegetation 
has not. recovered the ground lost 
when it was swept away during the 
giacial period. 

It will be a slow process, but tree 
growth is being established again. on 
the Arctic slope, assert the scientists.’ 
With Al Retslaf, forestry expert, Mar- 
shall passed the last summer in the 
Koyukuk and Kebuk river. region of 
northwest Alaska, studying the 
stunted tree, growth. ‘They passed 
hours on their hands and knees peer- 
ing at the tiny struggling specimens 
of spruce, hemlock and baisam. Both 
concluded trees are advancing north- 
ward and will some day re-cover the 
barrens as in preglacial eras.

Same Tongue as: Navajos 
Anchorage, Alaska.—Dwelling 2,000 
miles apart, a small tribe ef Tanana 
Indiane on a tributary of the Yukon 
speaks the same language as the 
“Navajos, native of New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

How the two distant tribes presum- 
ably possess language and history in 
common is ‘of interest to anthropol- 
ogists. Mr..and Mrs. Robert McKen- 
nan have departed for the Upper 
Tanana to attach themselves to the 
Tananas and discover their traditional 
and actual history. 

The Tananas hunt, fish and trap. 
They make no connections with other 
Indians or Kskimos, and except for 
exchanging furs for supplies have 
little to do with white men. One or 
two have attended & government 
school and from these the sclentist

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STUDIES VOLCANOES’ 
THROATS FROM AIR 


Scientist Uses Planes to 
Make Observations. 


Washington.—The use of an. air- 
plane to permit a scientific observer 
to took down the “sore throats” of 
active volcanoes, {s one of the latest 
developments of aviation. 

On the Istand of Hawaii, where the 
eruptions are feared, three navy sea- 
planes have been used for volcano in- 
spection trips. Aboard one plane was 
the veteran voleano observer, Dr. 
Thomas A. Jaggar. 

No monarch or President recetves 
more careful attention than that giv- 
en by Doctur Jaggar te the volcdnoes 
of the Hawatian. Islands. While his 
fame rests largely on his practice in 
these American possessions, Doctor 
Jaggar is subject to call as consul- 
tant in the Aleutian tslands, Japan 
and other volcano “centers. 


His house on the lip of Kilauea |~ 


gives the scientist the right to be con- 
sidered a “bedside volcano observer” 
In practically constant attendance on 
his most chronie case. His instru- 
ments, especially his seismographs, 
have their fingers on the pulse of the 
volcanoes at all timés, 

As some eruptions have ariseti- to 
fever heat earthquakes became strong- 
er and more frequent. The numerous 
earthquakes that have shaken Hawali 


‘| recently aroused fears of impending 


eruption. 
Studied Mount Paviof Area. 

During the summer of 1928 Dector 
Jaggar led a National Geographic so- 
ciety, expedition to the little-known 
Mount Pavlof volcano area in the 
Aleutian islands, one of the most ac- 
tive volcanic regions in the world to 
day. 

On the expedition to the Paviof area 
Doctor Jaggar found evidence of a 
four-and-a-quarter-year cycle of activ- 
ity among the Aleutian cones. 

“There are no more.earthquakes or 
eruptions than there have been in 
the past,” declared Doctor Jaggar, in 
a report to the National Geographic 
society. “But more and more people 
are living in congested areas where 
disturbances inflict disasters now, 
whereas they would have passed un- 
noticed not so many years ago.” 

Hence the need for skilled observ- 
ers to keep tab on dangerous vol- 
canoes, : 

How one eruption prediction saved 
thousands of lives and much property, 
was reported by Doctor Jaggar, in a 
communication to the National Geo- 
graphic society, on the eruption of 
Sakurajima, Japan's greatest volcanic 
convulsicn within historie times. The 
Hawaiian specialist was an eye-wit- 
ness of the last phases of this erup- 
tion: 

Although 20,000 people were living 
on the tiny island center of destruc- 
tion a few days before the disaster, 
the volcano killed no one. 

“The remarkable record of life-sav- 
ing tn the Sakurajima eruption,” wrote 
Doctor Jaggar, “was partly due to 
good luck, but also to the instinct of 
the people, to the wisdom of the gov- 
ernment, and to scientific societies.”

/Calling attention In a recent edi- 
toriat to the fact that the whole 
world has been drawn Close? to 
gether hy this network of tele- 
phone wires which circles and 
criss-crosses it, the St. Paul, Minn, 
Pioneer-Press refers to the fact 
that as of the latest date for which 
comparable stutictics wera ava.!- 
abie, there were 15.8 telephones for 
every hundred persons. in this coun- 
try while Canada was second with 
18.2, and New Zealand tlird with 
10. In total number of telephones, 
Germany, however, was second to 
America, but in proportion to popu- 
lation it bad only 4.4 inatruments 
for each hundrcd of the popula- 
tion, and the proportion fn Eng- 
land and France was even smailer. 

The Pionceur-Press also called at- 
tention to the extensive use of ths 
telephone in smaller communitios 
and on farms. In the smaller com- 
munities of America there wers 
12.2 tnstruments for every hundred 
persons ahd for this class cf ser 
vice New Zealand ranked second 
with 10, and Canada third with 9.6

phone on this continent since its 
invention,” continues the news: 
paper, “has teen remarkable. And 
the figures show further that the 
Americans make from five to fif
